FOREIGN AND INSULAR STATISTICAL, REPORTS OF COUNTRIES AND 
CITIES — UNTABULATED. 

Argentina — Rosario de Santa Fe. — Month of November, 1908. 
Estimated population, 154,663. Total number of deaths, 350, in- 
cluding 1 diphtheria 1, measles 7, enteric fever 8, scarlet fever 1, whoop- 
ing cough 1, and 35 from tuberculosis. 

Australia — State of South Australia, including the city of Ade- 
laide.- — Month of November, 1908. Estimated population of State, 
394,692; city, 40,185. Total number of deaths 157, including enteric 
fever 1, and 17 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — British Columbia — Vancouver. — Month of January, 1909. 
Estimated population, 66,500. Total number of deaths, 50, including 8 
from tuberculosis. 

Chile — Punta Arenas. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated 
population, 12,000. Total number of deaths, 21, including 2from tuber- 
culosis. 

Cuba — Matanzas. — Three weeks ended Februa^ 10, 1909. Estimated 
population, 35,515. Total number of deaths, 62, including enteric 
fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 11 from tuberculosis. 

Dutch Guiana — Paramambo. — Month of January, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 34,962. Total number of deaths, 112, including 1 
from yellow fever. 

France — Marseille. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 517,498. Total number of deaths, 1,329, including diphtheria 3, 
enteric fever 34, measles 12, smallpox 1, and 127 from tuberculosis. 

Nice. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 150,881. 
Total number of deaths, 235, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 5, 
and 34 from tuberculosis. 

Roubaix. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 121,115. 
Total number of deaths, 179, including diphtheria 3, scarlet fever 2, 
measles 2, and 29 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended January 31, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 168, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 1, and 16 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended February 
6, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 18.7 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 

London. — One thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight deaths 
were registered during the week, including measles 52, scarlet fever 11, 
diphtheria 24, enteric fever 7, whooping cough 29, tuberculosis 164, 
and 12 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 20.3 per 1,000. In greater London 2,617 deaths were 
registered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 3 from measles, 
9 from diphtheria, scarlet fever 4, and 2 from whooping cough. 
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Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended February 6, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 20.7 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Galway, 
viz, 7.8, and the highest in Sligo, viz, 38.4 per 1,000. 

Belfast. — Annual report for the year 1908. Estimated population, 
380,344. Total number of deaths, 7,523, including measles 186, scarlet 
fever 4, whooping cough 137, diphtheria 33, enteric fever 57, and 
1,258 from tuberculosis. The number of deaths correspond to an 
annual death rate of 19.5 per 1,000 of population. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended February 6, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 18.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 25.9, and the lowest in 
Leith, viz, 14.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 662, including diphtheria 12, scarlet fever 
4, whooping cough 42, measles 2, and enteric fever 1. 

Greece — Patras. — Two weeks ended January 31, 1909. Estimated 
population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 31, including scarlet 
fever 1, and 1 from tuberculosis. 

Hawaii — Honolulu. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 39,306. Total number of deaths reported, 76, including enteric 
fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Italy — Genoa. — Two weeks ended January 31, 1909. Estimated 
population, 279,163. Total number of deaths, 359, including enteric 
fever 1, diphtheria 5, measles 20, and 48 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Formosa. — Two weeks ended January 23, 1909. Estimated 
population, 3,108,723. Total number of deaths not reported. Deaths 
from contagious diseases reported were: Enteric fever 5, diphtheria 3, 
and 19 from plague. 

Mauritius — Port Louu. — Month of November, 1908. Estimated 
population, 376,635. Total number of deaths, 912, including enteric 
fever 5, diphtheria 1, plague 43, and 78 from tuberculosis. 

Spain — Cadiz. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 
69,382. Total number of deaths, 180, including typhus fever 1, whoop- 
ing cough 25, and 32 from tuberculosis. 

Madrid. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 556,663. 
Total number of deaths, 1,902, including smallpox 14, enteric fever 6, 
scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 17, measles 134, whooping cough 4, and 144 
from tuberculosis. 

Seville. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 407, including measles 1, scarlet fever 1, diph 
theria 1, and 53 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Curacao. — Month ended February 5, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 30,400. Total number of deaths, 38.
